LOS ANGELES, Feb. 25.

HEAVY SINGLE BLOW

296. Canadians 
Killed, Missing 
At Hong Kong 


OTTAWA, Feb. 25.—(CP)—The 
number of Canadian soldiers kill- 
ed or missing at Hong Kong in 
the battles against the Japanese 
was placed at 296 by Defence Min- 
ister Ralston, speaking in the 
House of Commons today. 

Col. Ralston sald his statement 
was based on a Japanese communi- 
cation that 1,689 Canadian soldiers 
were taken prisoner. 

As the total Canadian contingent 
sent to bolster the island garrison 
was 1,985, the department had come 
to the conclusion that 296 Canadians 
had been killed in action or were 
missing. 

The defence minister told the 
house the information had come to 
him from Argentina, the country 
which is looking after Canadian in= 
terests in the Orient. The informas 
tion had been sent from Japan. 

The Hong Kong Canadian force 
consisted of two battalions, Quebee 
Royal Rifles of Canada and Winni- 
peg Grenadiers, together with a 
brigade headquarters.

“The Walls of London,” and 
throughout his talk he “looked 
ahead” by referring to the days 
when London was under continuous 
hammering. He cited several in- 
Stances of spiritual influence at 
work while ruins was all that was 
left of the material properties. 

He quoted lines from a poem that 
A. A, Milne, famous children’s poet, 
wrote in London during the darkest 
night of the blitz in December, 1940, 
and cited actual experiences of 
English folk to exemplify the 
thoughts Milne had in mind. 

‘ vel man has fashioned for us, 
alls, 

“What God has breathed into us, 
stands,” were two lines he quoted. 


SPIRITUAL STRENGTH 


These lines exemplify the divine 
spirit of the allied peoples, a spirit 
that will not be shaken by material 
losses, Mr. Dowsett stated. That is 
why it is utterly and completely 
impossible for the Axis forces to 
win out, Their war is a material 
war. 


He referred to a scientist cour- 
teously explaining that analysis of 
a plece of ore sent from Canada 
would be delayed because “the 
laboratory roof was leaking” 
when actually the laboratory was 
blown to bits, ag an example of 
the spiritual strength of the peo- 
ple. They are looking far beyond 
the material losses, he said. 

Even the King expressed joy at 
the thought of slums being wiped 
out. That is the type ef spirit that 
has been shown in the thousands of 
instances among rich and poor 
alike, he said. 

There is a new monument being 
raised, and it is a spiritual monu- 
ment, he remarked. 


CHANGE OF OUTLOOK 


He urged that all people of the 
United Nations take the following 
two lines from Milne’s poem to 
heart: 

“On broken homes we aet our 
feet and raise proud heads, 
That all may see, immortal in 
each little street. the soul in its 

integrity." 

He exemplified these lines by 
describing experiences of people 
from all classes in England’s 
bombed out areas, and stated that 
the people not only of Britain but 
those of Europe and China are 
beginning to realise a change of 
eutlook emanating out of their 
adversity. 

“Home is not bricks and mortar, 
home is the spirit of the people 
within it,” he said and added that 
the same words can well apply to 
nations. 


CLOSER TO PEOPLE 

He expressed the opinion that the 
real reason for the King and his 
family leaving Buckingham Palace 
was to be closer to the experiences 
ef the common man. 

If this is true, you can just im- 
agine what our royal future shall 
be, he stated. 

Out of all this suffering there 
fe growing a new kind of spiritual 
fellowship, a fellowship with a 
vision far beyond the material 
cide of life, Mr, Dowsett stated.

ALBERTA’S CONTRIBUTION 

Outlining the province's contribu- 
tion of funds to assist in the trans- 
fer, Mr. Tanner said the department 
had written off $8,093 in taxes and 
liens due from persons who re- 
ceived $1,500 or less from the Do- 
minion government, and also had 
cancelled $11,325 in other rentals 
and taxes. In addition to this there 
is the annual loss of $25,172 made 
up of $8,500 from mineral righis. 
$2,807 in taxes from deeded Jands 
and $13,775 from annual grazing 
and cultivation rentals, 

Mr. Tanner in praising the bud- 
get remarked that in all the news- 
Daper comment on the budget he 
had noted a lack of criticism and 
Indicated this could be interpreted 
as proof of a good budget. 

The minister said ‘D. M. Duggan 
(Ind. Edmonton) who led off the 
debate for the Independent group 
had urged the government to for- 
get its demands for monetary re- 
form, and claimed Alfred Speak- 
man, Independent group leader, had 
been elected by people who were 
in favor of monetary rform. 


OPPOSITION CRITICISM 

Apparently referring to criticisms 
of opposition speakers that the gov- 
ernment was not doing its utmost 
to co-operate in the war effort, Mr, 
Tanner said that “In spite of all ihe 
governmentshas done to hinder the 
Purchase of bonds, Edmonion has 
Gone over the top and was the first 
city in Canada to do so,”, Edmon- 
ton exceeded its quota Saturday. 

In a review of the lands and

teachers in ample time. 


INSPECTORS’ REPORTS 

The second motion to be present- 
ed will be with reference to in- 
spectors’' reports. In past years, 
teachers have had to have two in- 
spectors’ reporis marked “very 
good” or “excellent.” Recently, the 
manner of marking reports has 
changed, with a long written report 
from which the superintendent may 
make his own decisions. It is pro- 
posed that the board deal with the 
question of a change which will 
require that the teacher have re- 
ports which in the opinion of the 
superintendent of schools are satis- 
factory, 

Application of a lady janitor for 
a city school, and complaint regard- 
ing health and sanitary conditions 
at a school on the city limits were 
referred to the property committee, 
and request for financial assistance 
in payment of a doctor's bill follow- 
ing treatment to a schoolboy was 
referred to the finance committee.

Game Birds Due 
Disappear Soon 
Loologist Says 


Another of the unfathomable 
enigmas of wild life which every 
ten years seems to literally “wipe 
out” the abundance of game birds 
and rabbits, just at the moment 
when they appear to have reached 
the peak of their productive cap- 
acity, is agnin due to descend on 
Alberta and the prairies in 1944, 
Dr. W. Rowan, zoologist of the 
University of Alberta predicted 
when he addressed members of the 
Alberta Fish and Game Protect- 
ive league in the Memorial hall 
Tuesday night. 

“At the present. time,” declared 
Dr. Rowan, “there is an abundance 
of Hungarian partridge, prairie 
chickens and rabbits, and in all 
probabil'ty their numbers w:!1 be 
increased between now and 1944, 
but then the ‘crash’, as science has 
come to call the sudden, mysterious 
disappearance, will, in all proba- 
bility, bring about a severe scarcity. 
Scientists have so far been uneble 
to find any reason for this peculiar 
phenomena,” he said.” 


LIFE MEMBERSHIP 

In recognition of his fine work in 
the interests of sportsmen every- 
where, Dr. Rowan was given a life 
membership in the Albert» Fish 
and Game Irotective League, at the 
conclusion of his address. The pres- 
entation, the second to be awarded 
in the history of the League, was 
made by Dr. A, Rooney, new presi- 
dent of the Alberta Game Associa- 
licn, who was introduced at the 
meeting. League President, Dr. ui 
Forrester Macdonald characterized 
him as a scientist whose work had 
received recognition beyond the 
bounds of Canada. 

Dr. Rowan devoted himself en- 
tirely to the habits and peculiarities 
of game birds in his address. He 
told the members that Hungarian 
partridge, prairie chickens, and 
rabbits seem to form a part of the 
same cycle. When a scarcity in 
One occurs, he said, it has been in- 
evitable that the others vanish too. 

“The Hungarians were intro- 
duced in the hope of counteracting 
the ‘disappearing’ habite of the 
prairie chickens, but after a short 
time, most usually when their 
numbers had reached large propor- 
tions, thev too became scarce” 


FIRST “PEAK” YEAR 

After the first “peak” year in 
1896, the strange “crash” occurred 
in 1905, Dr. Rowan said. During 
this year, however, an exception- 
ally heavy rainfall of 28 inches was 
thought to have some bearing on 
the situation. Birds abounded in 
numbers again in 1915, and then 
1925 and 1934, to be followed in 
each case by a grave scarcity. “The 
next “peak” and “crash” year will 
probably be 1944," declared the 
speaker. 
Hungarians, he explained, took 
kindly te the climatic conditions 
here. Only 200 pairs of birds were 
intreduced in 1908 and within 
five years, 1913, the first epen 
season was permitted with a 
daily bag of five birds er 25 for 
the twe-month season being set. 
“From the evidence gained in 
1925 and 1934," declared Dr. Rowan, 
“I think the Hungarians and prairie 
chickens will again go with the 
rabbits as they have previously 
done. We are now faced with the

War they believed could be made a 
profitable investment, 
enough to reward the self-sacrifice re- 
quired to build the machinery with 
which it was to be waged and to com- 

nsate the nations for the individuals 
who must be killed in waging it. 

In their own time the plotters 
atruck—and they came perilously near 
to making the plans carry through. 
Hitler has plundered western Europe 
and distributed the spoils among his 
henchmen. The Tokyo gangsters have 
plundered China and enriched their 
commercial alliees. Mussolini has got 
nothing—and is the hungrier there- 
for. That the bandits will stick togeth- 
er and fight for more loot has to be 
taken for granted. 

Meanwhile we in Canada and our 
allies in the United Nations have lived 
on a scale which at its worst excited 
the envy of the subjects of the war- 
plotters. Now we are being asked, in 
Canada, to subscribe to a loan—not or- 
dered to hand over our possessions— 
to help frustrate the design to rob us. 
Measured against what the peoples of 
the Axis countries have endured to 
forge the weapons for our destruction, 
who can suggest that buying Victory 
bonds means sacrifice?

The War In Perspective 
ATR eee 

In his broadcast Monday evening, 
President Roosevelt gave the people of 
the United States, and the peoples of 
the United Nations, a survey of the 
war situation in perspective. Such a re- 
view was needed, and will be of great 
value. The series of reverses which have 
marked the record of the fighting in 
the Pacific, the fact that we have lost 
much ground there, and the threat that 
more reverses may come, have focussed 
attention upon these incidents. The fact 
that they are incidents, in a vast strug- 
gle that will be decided elsewhere and 
by factors not now engaged, has nat- 
urally been obscured by the distracting 
and depressing news. This fact the 
President brought to light and em- 
phasized, as there was need should be 
done. 

Mr. Roosevelt did this very effect- 
ively, particularly in one paragraph in 
which he said, “On January 6th, of this 
year I set certain definite goals of pro- 
duction for airplanes, tanks, guns and 
ships. The Axis propagandists called 

. them fantastic. Tonight, nearly two 
months later, and after a careful sur- 
vey of progress by Donald Nelson and 
others charged with responsibility for 
our production, I can tell you that those 
goals will be attained.” . 

What were those goals? Airplanes 
to the number of 60,000, tanks to the 
number of 45,000, anti-aircraft guns to 
the number of 20,000, ships to a total 
of 8,000,000 tons dead weight; all to be 
completed in this year of 1942, 

The certainty that this program will 
be carried through is the really big 
item in the war news, the major fact 
in the whole situation as it stands, and 
the guide to the future course of 
events. Armed with these “tools”, plus 
the output of factories in Russia, Brit- 
ain and Canada, the gathering Allied 
forces can wrest the initiative from the 
Axis and take the offensive alike in 
the Pacific and beyond the Atlantic. 

Like the “conquests” Hitler has 
made in Europe, the grabbing the Jap- 
anese are doing in the South Pacific 
are temporary gains won by atealth, 
which can be held only so long as the 
raiders have superiority in armament. 
That superiority they are doomed to 
lose before the end of the present year. 


Men Can't Replace Ships 


It is to be hoped Britain’s reorgan- 
ized cabinet will accomplish all that is 
expected of it. But it will not do to ex- 
pect miracles, nor to forget facts. The 
loss of Singapore was the direct cause 
of the shake-up. But that Singapore 
could have been held with the new 
cabinet—or any other cabinet—in of- 
fice at London, is improbable, even to 
the point of impossible, Mr, Churchill 
has said that every ship which could be 
Spaced from the supply lings im the At- 


profitable * 
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lantic and the supply lines to Russia 
was pressed into service to carry men 
and munitions to the Far East. His 
statement has been confirmed by an- 
other official spokesman, who says the 
barrier to reinforcing Singapore was 
not lack of men nor even lack of equip- 
ment, but lack of ships to carry the 
troops and supplies, 

While ships continue to be wanting, 
the change—or any other change—in 
the cabinet of Great Britain cannot put 
more forces in Burma or India, or more 
munitions in the hands of the forces 
now there. It will not do to hope that 
the position on the other side of the 
earth will change just because five men 
have been dismissed and five new men 
taken into the cabinet, nor because the 
war committee of ministers has been 
altered. Nobody can produce trans- 
ports out of a hat, and until transports 
are available the Allied forces in the 
Far East cannot be expected to do 
more than hang on with what help they 
can get. 

In fairneas to the new Government, 
the point should be recognized that the 
shipping shortage still exists, and is 
bound to exist for a time.

Presence of the U-boats on 
either coast argues the existence of sup- 
ply bases or mother ships at no great 
distance.

Have No Answer to Attack 
on Santa Barbara 
By HAROLD L, WEIR 

It was not that it was a surprise. Every- 
one had expected something of the kind. 
Actually there had been some amazement 
that the Pacific shore of the North Ameri- 
can continent had been immune so long. 

But when an Axis submarine emerged 
from the sea off the coast of Santa Barbara 
Monday evening, and in full daylight 
leisurely shelled an Am- 
erican oil refinery, it be- 
came apparent that the 
war had actually come to 
this continent and that 
the time for futile bicker- 
ing about Pacific Coast 
defence had definitely 
passed. 

It became tragically 
clear that opposition to 
increased Pacific Coast 
defence could no longer 
be attributed to theoret- seoig b. Weir 
ical differences of opinion, ‘ 
but to a wilful blindness to facts. . 

It became obvious that sneers at the 
requests of the Pacific Coast for greater 
protection were grounded, not in any mis- 
taken military theory, but in a perverse 
stupidity intolerable in any country in 
wartime. 

For it has been established in fact that 
enemy craft could attack the western coast 
of this continent. 

If a submarine could shell Santa Bar- 
bara easily and with impunity, a sub- 
marine could attack Canadian Pacific 
ports with even ater @ase because our 
coast is not defended so well as the Ameri- 
can coast. 

And if a submarine could find its way 
to the Canadian coast, go could an aircraft 
carrier, destroyers and troop ships. 

The threat is no longer problematical 
and theoretical. The blow has already 
been struck. The thing is done. 


Situation Changed 


Before the attack at Santa Barbara, the 
military argument against any concentra- 
tion of force at the Canadian Pacific coast 
was based on the belief that the Axis 
could only be beaten in Europe, that the 
final blows of the war would have to be 
struck against Germany, that the subju- 
gation or invasion of Germany would end 
the war. 

On the basis of this reasoning, it was 
held that the transfer of any Canadian 
force destined for Europe to the Pacific 
would be playing into Hitler's hands, 

To support this argument, it is clear 
that it is necessary to suppose that the 
whole Pacific war is a mere feinting tac- 
tic, a diversion designed to attract atten- 
tion from the main issue in Europe.

Canadian troops who have fought in Hong 
Kong and Singapore atid Malaya and 
Burma would be likely to deny it. It is an 
idea that would hardly appeal to the rela- 
tives of those slaughtered in Honolulu. Nor 
would it be healthy to make such an asser- 
tion in the presence of General Mac- 
Arthur's heroic troops, 

The fact is that the situation has rad- 
ically changed in the past month, Ger- 
many is no longer the heart of the Axis 
aggression. The occupation of Germany 
and the death of Hitler would not now end 
the war. 

If Japan carries out her program in the 
Pacific she will have greater manpower 
and supplies and resources than Hitler 
ever had. Japan, not Germany, will be- 
come the heart of the Axis aggression. 

Obsolete 

If, then, Japan continues to have her 
way in the Pacific for another two weeks, 
every military plan made by the allies 
based on the once-sound theory of Ger- 
many’s absoltite leadership, will have be- 
come obsolete, 

The main target for allied blows will 
have become, not Germany, but Japan. 

In the face of these completely demon- 
strable facts, how is it possible for any 
sane person to maintain that the Japan- 
ese ate merely mischievous when they at- 
tack the American Pacific coast and that 
they are employed by Hitler to decoy our 
forces into the Pacific so that Hitler may 
attack us more easily from the other side? 


Of course Hitler would like to see our 
forces all moved into the Pacific, Similar- 
ly, Japan would like to see al] our forces 
moved into the Atlantic. 

The point is that we can afford to 
neglect neither side. One enemy has be- 
come quite as deadly as the other, 

No case can be made out for a program 
of withdrawing our present forces from 
Britain, Hitler still has to be subdued. 
Canada needs a powerful force on the 
ground to help do it, 

But we must also watch Japan, The 
Japanese menace has become fully as great 
as the German menace. Both need to be 
completely overpowered before the war 
can end. 

The Japanese menace has a particu- 
larly intense interest for Canadians be- 
cause Japan is in a position to wage actual 
physical war on Canadian soil. 

From this standpoint, the Japanese 
threat is of even greater importance to us 
than the German threat. 


Attack on Canada 


Those who attempt to defend the posi- 
tion of those strategists who ridicule the 
suggestion that the Pacific coast is in 
danger point out, with considerable rea- 
son, that Canada could not be “taken” or 
“occupied” by the Japanese armies. 

It is extremely doubtful if any coun- 
try of this size and with our sparse popu- 
lation could ever be completely occupied. 
But the Japanese are not interested in 
actually occupying Canada or the United 
States or perhaps even Australia. 
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They are interested in taking pieces of 
these countries, undoubtedly, Coastal Cali- 
fornia, coastal Oregon, Washington and 
British Columbia possess the climates in 
which they can live. Large sections of 
Australia, too, would be habitable for 
them. 

But their chief land grab lies in the 
islands of the Pacific Ocean. i 

Their purpose in attacking this con- 
tinent, therefore, would be mostly to ef- 
fect demoralization and destruction and 
to help end the war. 

No one seriously suggests, therefore, 
that the Japanese, at the moment, have any 
intention of marching great bodies of 
troops into this country and trying to 
occupy North America. 

But if this reflection is reassuring to 
us, it also sets an easier task for the Japa- 
nese command, 

Because the Japanese could not capture 
Canada is no reason to believe they will 
not attack Canada, In fact they are sure 
to attack Canada for only in attacks on 
this continent can they hope to strike 
blows that will make it possible for them 
to win the war. 

Their new Pacific possessions will 
never be secure while Canada and the 
United States retain a military or a pro- 
ductive power to challenge them. 

To win the war, Japan must cripple 
and demoralize Canada and the United 
States, The attack on Santa Barbara was 
the first blow in such a strategy. 

Is anyone so utterly stupid and blind as 
to believe that blow will not be repeated?

the Russian army would 
be a pushover. 

Now, following Singa- 
pore, Cripps becomes the 
second most important 
2 man in the cabinet. 
There is this to be said 
® for the British system in 
contradiction to ours: 
Politics are not frozen.

Mr. Churchill has been forcrd to make a 
change in his cabinet by the representa- 


tives of the nation, In the United States 
there is no way by which the people, 
through congress, or through the press 
and other instruments for influencing 
public opinion, can effect changes in the 
Administration. They can only elect an- 
other President after four years. 


Public Opinion 


Under a system like the American it is 
therefore extremely important that the 
Administration.should be sensitive and re- 
sponsive to public opinion. For otherwise 
the most well-meant and constructive 
public criticism encounters frustration and 
frustration deteriorates into bitterness. In 
England, the people know they can bring 
about changes, Therefore criticism is not 
sabotage. In the U.S. the critic is likely to 
ask himself two questions: Can I say this 
without it having results I do not desire? 
Or, what is the use, anyway? 

The new British cabinet is an amazing 
demonstration of what national unity 
Teally means, 

Mr. Churchill, who is a Tory, has made 
second in command a man of the extreme 
left'and the nation applauds. Why does 
the nation applaud? It applauds first, be- 
cause Sir Stafford has brains and the 
nation knows it. It applauds second, be- 
cause the British people know that in this 
war the enemy is on the right, not on the 
left, a simple truth that does credit to the 
British political instinct. And Churchill 
also knows where the enemy is—extern- 
ally and internally, The enemy, hot of 
Churchill, not of the Tory party, but of 
Britain, in the midst of war. 


Not Afraid 


Mr, Churchill is not afraid of British 
leftists because he knows they want Bri- 
tain to win. And—how amazing—the 
Tory Churchill wants even a left-oriented

Britain to win. He would rather see Sir 
Stafford Cripps and the left wing of the 
Labor Party in Downing Street than see 
Hitler there, 

America could learn something from it. 
As I move about my country I find some 
people want the U.S. to win provided win- 
ning doesn’t promote the New Deal, Others 
want America to win provided the Repub- 
licans don’t get any credit. And still others 
want America to win and turn into a 
fascist state in the process, Their concep- 
tion of victory is victory for them—victory 
for their side jn the internal political 
struggle. Otherwise they want no victory. 
It is reminiscent of France. 

The French upper middle classes did 
not like the Popular Front Government. 
So what did they do? They sabotaged 
France. They sent their capita) abroad; 
they engineered a sit-down capital strike; 
they cut the very foundations of the state. 
And the Left, in its turn, did the same. 

The British upper classes don’t like Sir 
Stafford Cripps, I imagine, and neither 
did they like Ramsay MacDonald. But it 
is not in the British mind to destroy Bri- 
tain for the sake of destroying a govern- 
ment, Therefore there is opposition in 
England but not sabotage. 


Most Conservative 


And there is another thing about Bri- 
tain—expressed in Tennyson's great line, 
‘The old order eeneeu yielding place 
to new, and God fulfills himself in many 
ways lest one good custom should corrupt 
the world.” 

Basically the most conservative of na- 
tions, there is that in Britain which always 
knows when to change. That capacity for 
change together with patience has resulted 
in the fact that for three hundred years 
Britain has known no drastic and bloody

Genius of Britain Is Confidence in 


intefnal upheavals—in which she is unique 
among the nations of the world. If one 
watches the transition of the last two years 
—from Chamberlain through Churchill to 
Cripps—the evolution is fantastic. Yet, is 
it not the same England? 


Civilization 


The deep civilization of the British 
mind reveals ‘itself in the fact that people 
are never judged wholly by their ideas, 
but by all the factors that make a person- 
ality—for instance by whether they are 
honest men. i 

T haven't a doubt that Churchill, if he 
were to speak intimately of Cripps would 
say, “Cripps? Very intelligent man; has 
a hobby, he’s a socialist.” That Sir Staf- 
ford’s hobby might considerably change 
the material way of life of some of 
Churchill's friends might annoy Mr. 
Churchill (or it mightn’t. Such things 
don’t annoy him much) but he would 
know how to get on in that Brtiain—since 
it would still be Britain, peopled and ruled 
by British men. 

It's like that—the British are not afraid 
of each other—and since they aren't afraid 
of each other, they aren’t afraid of any- 
thing. 

For a nation, like a person, can face 
any eventuality with courage if its in- 
tegrity is intact, if it can absorb its own 
internal experiences without shock or loss 
of equilibrium. 

Throughout history this has been Bri- 
tain’s strength—her power to change 
without breaking the continuity of the 
traditions which bind men together in 
common memories, in a communal] civiliz- 
ation, and in a patriotism based on love. 
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B.C.’s Plea For Defence 


For Pacific Coast if 
Figures Correct 
By GRANT DEXTER 

OTTAWA: Apart from the conscrip- 
tion controversy, the most important is- 
sue that has arisen sihce Parliament as- 
sembled has been the defence of the Pa- 
cific coast. 

All the members of Parliament from 
British Columbia—Liberals, Conservatives 
and C.C.F.’s, without exception—are anx- 
ious for the security of the coast. Among 
their number is one cabinet minister, Hon. 
Tan Mackenzie and many Liberal mem- 
bers. The Conservative members have 
been in frequent conference with Hon. J. 
L, Ralston, minister of national defence, 
and the general staff. 

It is impossible, therefore, to doubt that 
the British Columbia members know pre- 
cisely the state of our west coast defences 
and that they regard them as inadequate. 

The record is equally clear as to what 
these British Columbia members want. 
They are, emphaticajly, not asking that 
the war program be disrupted in their be- 
half; that aid to Russia, Britain and others 
of the United Nations be cut down. They 
would be satisfied with very moderate 

recautions againét enemy raids or land- 
ngs. Nor are théy solely concerned with 
the safety of the civil population of British 
Columbia. They point out that vital indus- 
tries and war facilities are located on the 
coast—-shipyards, docks, airplane factories, 
mining industries, lumber mills, etc.—and 
that it would be a disaster to the Allied 
war effort if these were successfully at- 


tacked. 
Obscure 


The odd thing about this controversy, 
however, is that the facts brought out in 
the debates in the House of Commons 
make it impossible to understand why 
there should be any difference of opinion. 
The facts when placed alongside the re- 
presentations from British Columbia do- 
not make sense. 

Mr. Ralston, by direct statement and by 
returns tabled in the Commons has shown 
that there are more than 130,000 active 
service men in uniform in Canada today. 
Most of these men have been undergoing 
training for upwards of six months, many 
for more than a year. The army program 
for the next 14 months will require the 
raising of from 90,000 to 100,000 men, of 
whom 25,000 will be for the increase in 
establishment (new units) and the bal- 
ance for reinforcements, Quite evidently, 
Mr. Ralston right now has enough men to 
meet this full program. But, in addition, 
recruiting is going extremely well. The 
intake of volunteers in January was 11,713 
men, which is periy double the rate re- 
quired to maintain the full program with- 
out touching one man of the large reserve 
which the Nationa) Defence Department 
now has in hand, 

‘Moreover, Mr. Ralston, page 492 of 
unrevised Hansard, said that reinforce- 
ments have been sent to the United King- 
dom, “actually in excess of the schedule 
recommended by the corps commander.” 
That is, the National Defence Department 
has been sending men overseas more 
rapidly than thy have been required. 

Consider the full needs of the overseas 
War program as announced by Mr. Ral-

ston: We are to send the 4th division and 
another tank brigade overseas this year;

There still remain, after the despatch 
of the 4th division and the tank brigade, 
upwards of 100,000 men in the active ser- 
vice army in Canada. And most of these 
men, having been in training for many 
months, should be completely equipped, 
teady for battle, 

The bewildering fact emerges, there- 
fore, that there are available for the de- 
fence of Canada upwards of 100,000 over- 
seas service soldiers, apart altogether from 
the reserve army (militia) and the train- 
ees who have been called up for the dura- 
tion of the war. 

Since training for overseas service can 
be carried forward just as efficiently on 
the Pacific coast as in the large camps of 
Manitoba, Ontario, Quebec and the marie 
times, the question at once arises—why the 
difficulty about the defence of British 
Columbia? The general staff could put 
two or three divisions of active service 
troops on the Pacific coast without modi- 
fying the army program one whit. A divi- 
sion runs to 17,000 men. 

Yet, so far as can be learned, the gen- 
era] staff has only agreed to the transfer 
of a very few battalions, 


Available Forces 


In a practical way, British Columbia 
is not asking for any increase in the war 
program. The province is only asking that 
existing and, by every test of the official 
declarations, available forces be used in 
this way. 

No explanation of this incomprehen- 
sible situation has yet been forthcoming. 
It may be that no rea) training is done in 
Canada: that is, training in the form of 
brigade and division operations, It may be 
that these 100,000 active service men have 
been taken out of civilian life and kept 
for a year or more in camp without hav- 
ing received the equipment essential for 
training or combat. 

Either of these explanations would come 
as a serious shock to Parliament. Time 
and again it has been pointed out in dee 
bate that the eae staff should not take 
men out of civilian life unless they, are 
ready to make good use of them, Mem- 
bers have arned the government. against 
taking men out of industry before the 
tools of war are ready for their use. To do 
so cripples war production unnecessarily 
and undermines morale, 

It may be that the general staff still 
clings tenaciously to the early war theory 
that the one and only battlefield is in 
Europe and that our military manpower 
must be steadily shifted from west to east 
so as to be most readily available for 
transport to Britain, But this wil] not be 
regarded by B.C. members as an adequate 
answer to their demand for defence. 

The one point that is clear is that, with 
respect to manpower as distinct from 
equipment and weapons, there is a large 
surplus available for defence needs, Mr. 
Ralston, to all practical purposes, conceded 
this (page 493 unrevised Hansard), but he 
Spoke as if every serious peril ta this 
country had been foreseen and guarded 
against. It is obvious, howeyer, that Mr, 
Ralston’s statement makes no sense to the

CLEVELAND, Feb. 25—(AP)—Rapid Robert Pastor 
turned slugger Tuesday night and after exploding the myth 
of Lem Franklin's famed fistic dynamite, fought on to stop 


\the Cleveland Negro in eight rounds before a jam-packed 


crowd in the local arena. Pastor weighed 181; Franklin 
19414. 

After weathering all the fistic dynamite Lammin’ Lem 
had in his arsenal for the first three rounds, the ex-New 
York collegian gave the local larruper a sound boxing 
lesson for the next few heats and finally put him away 


with a blistering barrage at two minutes, eight seconds of 
the eighth round in a fight booked for 10. 


He fired 30 punches to drop" 


Franklin flat on his face near a 
neutral corner midway of the 
round. Lem, a weary, well battered 
warrior, got up, but staggered help- 
lessly into the ropes and referee 
Joe Sedley raised Robert's hand in 
token of victory. Later Sedley said 
he had counted 10 on the knock- 
down and that Pastor's victory 
would go into the books officially 
as a knockout triumph. 

For the seven completed rounds, 
Pastor had the last five in a row 
on the Associated Press score card, 
after the 24-year-old negro took 
the first two by exploding all his 
dynamite early, 

Throughout the fight, packed 
with action all the way, a new local 
indoor record crowd of 13,278 for 
a fight kept up a continual roaring 
and cheering for the speed and 
slugging of the match. 

The gross gate was announced as 
$52,457, which also shattered the 
old local indoor mark of $50,000 
drawn by Joe Louis and Eddie 
Simms six years ago. It made this 
one the biggest Cleveland clout 
party since Max Schmeling and 
young Stribiing battled it out in 
1931, 

Pastor's victory was little short 
of amazing, and by it he qualified 
to become the first fighter to get 
a third shot at Joe Louis. This prob- 
ably will come along late in the 
summer, possibly for the benefit of 
the Army, Navy and Marine funds 
and Louis hag taken care of such 
assignments as those tentatively 
arranged for him with either Abe 
Simon or Melio Battina in March 
and Billy Conn in June. 

Rapid Robert was a 5-to-2 un- 
derdog in the betting going into 
last night's tussle and even his best 
friends told him the best he could 
expect was to outpoint, the Kayo 
specialist, who had won 19 fights 
in a row up to Tuesday night, the 
last eight of them in order, via the 
kayo route.

HAD BRITISH APPROVAL 

Chiang would scarcely have had 
the effrontery to publicly urge “reaj 
political power’ for India without 
the approval of the British govern- 
ment. 

Next Lord Cranborne was made 
Britain’s new colonial secretary. He 
never has been, to put it mildly, an 
advocate of independence for India 
and hence is a suitable man to ad- 
vance a proposition which js dis- 
tasteful to and considered impracti- 
cal by an influential group in 
British politics. In the House of 
Lords yesterday he endorsed 
Chiang’s appeal for political free- 
dom for India, adding, however. 
that a scheme must be devised 
“satisfactory to all.” 

The latter proviso is the fly in 
the ointment. Britain has long 
realised that India must event- 
wally be granted at least Domin- 
fom status, as in the case of Can- 
ada, Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa. India, however, is 
80 split into irreconcilable factions 
and grave doubts were entertain- 
ed of her ability to establish self- 
rule without bloodshed and civil 
war, 


The dominant groups in India are 
Mohandas K. Gandhi's Congress 
party, now led by Pandit Jawah- 
arla] Nehru, and the Moslem League 
of Mohammed Ali Jinnah. The two 
groups never have been able to 
agree on the form which India’s 
self-government should take. Ap- 
parently Britain now feels that a 
realization of national peril ‘will 
make a compromise possible, 

If it is achieved, India's millions, 
by a large majority, will be united 
with the millions of China in the 
war effort. It would make a for- 
midable Asiatic bloc against Japan. 
The 700.000 or more men already 
raised in India by British efforis 
probably could be quadrupled, as 
fast as. arms were turned out for 
them. India’s rapidly-growing pro- 
duction of war materials, including 
ammunition, guns and armored 
vehicles would be vastly acceler- 
ated, y.

Vaccination Of 
Horses Advocated 


Vaccination of horses against 
sleeping sickness, as a public health 
and economic measure was urged 
Tuesday by Hon. D. Bruce Mac- 
Millan, minister of agriculture. Last 
summer and fall the sickness affect- 
ed 42 persons in Alberta and re- 
sulted in three deaths. 

The department of public health 
said that in 28 of these cases speci- 
mens of blood were submitted for 
investigation and 19 were reported 
positive for the virus of equine 
encephalomyelitis (western type). 

The provincial department of 
health also advises that persons 
likely to be exposed to infection be 
vaccinated against the disease.

Alberta Fire Insurance Policies 
Totalled $17,498,314 During 1941 


| Back From East 


insurance branch had policies in 
force amounting to $17,498,314 at 
December 31, 1941, it was shown 
im the annual report tabled in the 
legislature by Hon. E. C. Mane 
ning, provincial secretary. 

The insurance office carried a net 
risk of $6,665,991, while $10,832,323 
was reinsured. 

The year's operations for 1941 
showed an excess of $1,772 of rev- 
enue Over expenditure. Revenue 
was $50,684 and expenditures $48,911. 

The revenue account showed 
$94,154 from gross premiums writ- 
ten. This was reduced to $27,002 
from net premiums earned after al- 
lowing for return premiums, re- 
insurance ceded and provision for 
unearned premium reserve. 


OTHER REVENUE 

Other items of revenue are: re- 
insurance commission earned '$14,- 
996; profit commission, $5,314; brok- 
erage commission, $1,853, interest 
earnings, $1,428. 

On the expenditure side, net 
losses including adjustment ex- 
penses were $12,968. Other principal 
items were $12,302 in commission to 
agents and $15,129 for salaries. 
Travelling expenses were $1,951 
and the amount provided for uncol- 
lectable accounts was $2,292. 

The branch transferred $10,000 to 
a separate account in the provin- 
cia] treasury branch to provide 
working capital for the life insur- 
ance department. Of this $2,445 was 
spent for preliminary expenses. 

Accounts payable on unadjusted 
loss claims at December 31 are set 
at $16,475. The branch has invest- 
ments of $50,000 in Dominion of 
Canada three per cent debentures 
maturing June 15, 1951.

Four Routes 
Studied For 
Planned Road 


At least four routes In the area 
between Dawson Creek and Fort 
Nelson are under consideration as 
possibilities for a section of the 
proposed United States-Alaska 
highway, according to informa- 
tion received from United States 
federal engineers who arrived in 
Edmonton Wednesday after an 
iMspection trip through that area. 
They left here for Dawson Creek 

last Thursday and returned after 
inspecting possible routes from 
Dawson Creek northward, 

The party was the first to reach 
Fort Nelson by automobile. They 
travelled along the truck route re- 
cently opened from Dawson Creek. 


IN PARTY 

Those in the party are Col. W. M. 
Hoge, Corps of Engineers, U.S. 
Army from Washington, D.C.; Lt.- 
Col. R. D. Ingalls, Corps of Engin- 
eers, U.S. Army, from Fort Ord, 
California. 

Lt.-Col. C. A. Mueller, QMS. 
Corps, U.S. Navy, Washington; and 

C. F. Capes, senior highway engin- 
eer of the Public Roads Adminis- 
tration, Denver, Colo. 

Lt. Col. Ingalls continued to Cali- 
fornia without stopping in Edmon- 
ton. The remaining three will in- 
terview engineering and govern- 
ment officials in the city during the 
day. 

The engineers will prepere a 
report of their findings to sub- 
mit to the joint conference of 
board of the Canadlan-American 
Defence Commission which is 
scheduled to meet in New York 
this week. 

Col. Hoge, the leader of the party, 
stated that their findings were very 

general, but he was highly impress- 
ed with the possibilities of such a 
route, 

They inspected the proposed 
route, keeping in mind the plan to 
use as many miles of road already 
made as possible. 


TIME 18 FACTOR 

The time element is the all- 
important factor at the present 
time, he said. At the present time 
it is a question of preparing for 
work under winter conditions or 
waiting for the thaw. 

Possibilities are that a survey 
party will be sent north in the near 
future, he stated.

For practical purposes and speak: | 
ing in general terms, it may be said 
that all employers have been 
divided into two categories.

“Regional 
employers” are all other classes, 
What is the plan adopted to carry 
out the policy of the dominion gov- 
ernment to prevent the dragon of 
inflation from, growing to the size 
where it might devour us? Simply 
stated, it is this, in two parts: 
1—Maximum prices have been 
set for goods and services entering 
into the cost of living, based on 
those prevailing September 15 to 
October 11, 1941, 
2--Wages have been frozen 
the level paid November 15, 1941 
To carry out the first part of the 
plan checks and balances on prices 
have been established by the War 
Time Prices and Trade Board, as 
explained by Mr. Campbell. It is 
the duty of the National War labor 
Board and the various regional War 
Labor Boards to make as effective 
us possible the second and compan- 
ion part of the plan; namely the 
holding of wages, in general, at the 
level in effect November 15 last. 


TWO-FOLD PLAN 

Bear in inind please that this is 
a two fold plan to contro! one dan- 
gerous possibility, ie, inflation. 

Both groups taking part in the 
control must bear the joint purpose 
continuously in mind. They must 
both strive to “hold the line,’ the 
line of prices and wages as of Nov- 
ember 15 last, The line may bend aj 
little here and there, but every time 
that bend takes place, either in 
prices or wages, it makes it just 
that much harder for the other part 
of the line to hold, Increased prices 
mean the need for increased wages 
and Wages going upward are bound 
to be followed by higher prices 
The old familiar spiral is then once 
more away, 

1 has been frankly recognized 
that despite the best efforts of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, 
Prices may increase. In such ecir- 
cumstances wages will then he 
out of line with the amount the 
wage earner received in goods 
and services as bis remuneration 
for services rendered as of Nov- 
ember 15. To meet this possibili- 
ty the Labor Boards have the res- 
ponsibility of seeing, under the 
provisions of P.C. 8253, that this 
increase shall be je up to the 
Wage earner by 8 cost of living 
bonus commensurate with the 
increase in the cost of living 
since November 15. This increase 
is to be determined and based 
upon any raise which takes piace 
in the cost of living index. 

The cost of living being taken 
care of by the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, it remains the duty of 
the National War Labor Board and 
the regional boards to carry out 
their responsibilities: namely, to 
oversee and regulate wages as of 
the “cut off" date. Except with the 
written permission of the National 
wv Regional Board, no employer 
shall increase or decrease the basic 
scale of wages paid by him on Noy- 
ember 15th, 1941. The board have 
also to see that any increases in 
the eost of living after that date 
are rreperly provided for by way 
of 4n appropriate cost of living

It is not intended, nor is it a 


function of the boards, 
national or regional, to use their 
powers to attempt to adjust in- 
equalities in wages paid as of Nov- 
ember 15, Such inequalities exist- 
ed on that date in many cases, both 
in the rates paid by different kinds 
of industries, one compared with 
another, and also in the wages paid 
by different individuals or firms in 
the same industry. While the in- 
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dividual members of the various; cost of living bonus, compulsorily
